From the typewritten paper in 
his hand, Wallace read his simple 
statement: “The president and the 
secretary of commerce had a most 
detailed and friendly discussion.

Truman Gives Reassurance 
No Intention Attacking Soviet

WASHINGTON, (CP) — Pres- 
ident Truman, after obtaining from 
Commerce Secretary Wallace a 


pledge of silence, promptly rushed | 


out a reassurance that the United 
States has no idea of attacking 
Russia. 

He got from War Secretary Pat- 
terson and Navy Secretary For- 
restal a joint letter completely dis- 
avowing any such “thinking” as 
Mr. Wallace referred to, and had 
his aides release it to newspaper- 
men without comment. 

The letter follows: 

“In the letter of Secretary Wal- 
lace dated July 23, published in 
the newspapers this morning, the 
statement is made that ‘a school 
of military thinking’ is advocating 
‘a preventive war, an attack on 
Russia now before Russia has 
atomic bombs.’ 

“There is no basis for this state- 
ment. There is no such military 


thinking in the war and navy de-| 


partments. We know of no r 
ponsible officer in the army or navy 
who has ever advocated or even 
suggested a policy or plan of at- 
tacking Russia.” 

Mr. Truman apparently told Mr. 
Wallace emphatically he stands 
four-square behind State Secretary 
Byrnes and the methods Mr. Byrnes 
is pursuing, which Mr, Wallace 
criticized. 

Wallace, oratorical hope of the 
Democratic party in the  forth- 
coming congressional election cam- 
paign, stepped out of the con- 
troversy over United States foreign 
policy, but the dispute he started 
raged unabated inside President 
Truman's cabinet 

Top administration officials made 


clear that the compromise truce 
does not settle any of the basic 
issues Mr. Wallace raised—either 


concerning American relations with 
Russia or the commerce secretary's 
own future in the cabinet. 
Wallace supporters believed the 
commerce secretary remains in 
good standing as a cabinet member 


and party solidarity, although 
slightly shaken, remains unim- 
paired.

ZURICH, Switzerland, (AP) 
Winston Churchill Thursday called 
for “an end to retribution” for Ger-

The wartime prime minister's 
speech at the University of Zurich 
was the second within two weeks 
to che& the Germans. State Secere- 
tary Byrnes of the United States 


at Stuttgart Sept. 6 advocated 
speedy establishment of a demo- 
cratic provisional government for 
Germany and gave notice that 


Germany's eastern borders had not 
been finally determined. 

After citing Germany's 
Mr. Churchill said: 

“The guilty must

aggressive war. But when al] this 
has been done as it will be done, 
as it is being done, then there must 
be an end to retribution.” 

Mr. Churchill called for a federal 
government for Germany, saying, 
“the ancient states and principali- 
ties of Germany, newly joined to- 
gether into a federal system, might 
take their individua] place among 
the United States of Europe.” 

Declaring that “we

four. They are allowed as well to 
consult defense counsel at any time 
{rather than just once a day, and 
may see prison chaplains at any time 
as well. Chapel services are con- 
ducted for them nightly now rather | 
than each Sunday as formerly. 

Nearly all the prisoners are taking 
advantage of chaplains’ visits to 
spend long periods in spiritua] dis-

OTTAWA When the dom- 
injon-provincial conferenee on labor 
meets in Ottawa Oct. 7, the federal 
governinent will take the opportune 
ity of again making clear to the 
provincial governments that it ine 
tends to return to the provinces, 
just as soon as possible. all juris- 
diction in labor matters, except 
those affecting the country on a 
wide nationa] scale 

If an amendment 
act is necessary to bring this about 
then the federal government is 
prepared to consider going that far, 

Should a strike affecting the 
whole country occur then the fed- 
eral government would want to 
have some jurisdiction. It all takes 
some working out but the general 
approach to the problem will be 
delineated clearly. 
| The meeting is also expected to 
produce legislation for consider- 
ation of the provincial and federal 
}eovernments which will result in 
the establishment of a peacetime 
labor code.

NEW YORK, (NANA)—The 
world’s largest sailing ship, the 
four-masted bark Moshulu, belong- 


|ing to the famous sailing fleet of 


Mariehamn, in the Aland islands, 
is to be broken up for scrap. 


According to the Aftonbladet of 


Stockholm, which quotes Edgar 
Erikson, son of Capt. Gustaf Erik- 
son of Mariehamn—the owner of 


the Moshulu as well as the world’s | 
last fleet of sailing ships—the 5,300- | 
ton windjammer was trapped in 
Narvik by the Nazi invasion of Nor- 


way and greatly damaged during 
that country’s occupation by the 
Germans. | 


The giant clipper’s master, Cap-

WASHINGTON, (CDN) — Sixty 
million board feet of Russian lum- 
ber, bought by the U. S. government, 
are being shipped to the U.S. army 
in the Pacific.

The sit- 
uation is that the building season is drawing 
towards a close, leaving a shortage of 6,000 
or more houses. 

It is not causes or contributing circum- 
stances which have now to be considered, 
but the fact. And the one way the fact 
can be dealt with is for those who have sur- 
plus living space to make this available to 
those who need it. 

This has been urged so long and so in- 
sistently that it is tiresome. But not nearly 
so tiresome as the problem of the man and 
wife who do not know where they are to 
find a reasonable living place for themselves 
and their children. This is what the person 
with spare accommodation should be think- 
ing about as winter approaches, 


A Commission or No 

Among the passengers who reached Hali- 
fax yesterday on the Queen Mary were Hon. 
J. L. Isley and Hon. J. G. Gardiner. The 
two ministers have been visiting Britain on 
business matters, and points on the contin- 
ent in connection with Canada’s responsibil- 
ities under the United Nations agreement. 

Their return is specifically important be- 
cause the Prime Minister deferred action un- 
til he could consult with them on the quest- 
ion of creating a commission to investigate 
the subject of parity prices for farm pro- 
ducts.

That is to be hoped, not only because the 
continuance or abandonment of the non- 
delivery strike in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan hangs on the issue. But also because 
the proposition thus thrust into the fore- 
ground deserves study and cannot be ig- 
nored, The immediate point is not whether 
the farmers shold get parity prices, but 
whether a commission should be asked to 
find out how parity prices can be guaranteed 
the farmer without producing undesirable 
reactions, 

This is a pretty broad question. For the 
reason that the cost of living determines 
What wages Canadians in all occupations 
need to support their families ; and the cost 
of living depends in major degree on what 
the wage and salary earner have to pay for 
food. Pegged farm prices would be a major 
factor in pegging minimum rates of pay for 
town people. What effect a set scale of 
product prices would have on the export 
of surplus products is another highly im- 
portant consideration, not to be decided off- 
hand, 

Should a commission asked to 
what farm product price changes should be 
made, or what permanent price levels should 
be established ? Or is there some other 
way to put the farmer on an even footing 
without regimenting pay scales and perhaps 
putting the farmer’s surplus beyond the 
reach of overseas buyers ”

State Secretary Byrnes 
for the United States supported by 
a British foreign office spokesman, 
and Foreign Minister Molotov for 
the Soviet Union have laid the is- 
sue of the German-Polish frontier 
before the world f and when the 
great powers dispose of the lesser 
tasks of map drawing in Europe 
they will be confronted with still 
greater difficulties and dangers 
|when they approach the matter of 
| setting the limits of the new Ger- 
many in the east. 

The Russian position in a nut- 
shell is that the matter is already 
settled, that the Potsdam confer- 
ence, by a “historical decision,” al- 
ready has fixed Germany's Polish 
frontier and that any peace con- 
ference decision can be nothing 
more than formal confirmation. 
The American-British contention is 
that the line drawn at Potsdam 
was Only provisional, for adminis- 
ive purposes, and that exact de- 
finition of the areas to be trans- 
ferred from Germany to Poland was 
to be left to the peace conference 

What is actually happening is 
that the Soviet and Polish govern- 
ments, taking advantage of some 
loose drafting of the Yalta and

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Britons Pleased 
With Trade Pacts 


By Charles Nichols 


LONDON. — There were bouquets 
all around Wednesday as British 
negotiators ‘finished work on ec- 
onomic agreements with Argentina 
and France which will ensure this 
nation’s food supplies and perhaps 
increase them. 

The pacts, announced coincident- 
ally in London, were cheered in the 
East End as well as in the City, for 
the effects of them will eventually 
be shown in the British family's 
dinner plates as well as on the 
ledgers of international trade. 

These are the features of the ar- 
rangements which appealed to 
householders and workers: 


By finally settling terms of a 
four-year meat contract with the 
Argentine, the British economic 


mission assured maintenance of the 
present meagre meat ration (25 
cents worth per person per week.) 
President Peron’s promise of three 
shiploads of meat as a gift to Bri- 
tain gave promise of a slight in- 
crease in the ration around Christ- 
mas time. 

By completing the pact with 
France the prospect of imports of 
wines, fruits and cheeses to garnish 
Britain's austerity diet brightened | 
enormously. 

The French pact must be ap- 
proved by the British parliament 
and the French chamber before it 
becomes operative; but it is looked | 
upon as the most successful accom- 
modation reached between the 
cross-channel neighbors since the | 
war's end. | 

Under the pact France's sterling | 
debt to Britain can be paid over a 
15-year period and current pur-! 
chases from Britain can be paid as) 
far as possible by increased ex-| 
ports—$20,000,000 worth of wine and 
spirits from French North Africa 
and cheese from France. Besides 
that, certain luxury goods and cos-| 
metics, scarce in Britain, for six 
years, will be sent in quantity.
